THE RISE IN SILV1IB. 


The Saa Francisco Call rsinarks: 
"In 


view of the recent coarse of silver in the 
marfcels o( the world, the Mict estimate of 
production, whioh was published in the 
Call, of Toesday, i* a document of import- 
ance. Silver has been steadily advancing 
in gold valne for a twelvemonth; it now 
stands at $1 05 an ounce as against 94 cents 
some months ago. The rise of 11 cinta an 
ounce inaans life to mines which could not 
be worked at a profit when the price Tfaa 
below 95 cents. It bus already caused the 
reopening of a number of mines in North- 
ern Mesico and a shipment in (he year 
1339 of not less than 5,000,000 ounces of 
silver bullion from Mexico to this conn- 
try. 


"The Director of tha Mint reckons the 


total product of silver in the United States 
in tho year 1889 at 546,750,000 gold talne, 
being an increase of some $3,750,000 over 
-1888. He estimates the world's product in 
that year at $116,650,000, so that 40 per 
cent of the whole world's yield csaie from 
the United States. But when silver fell to 
94 cents, a unmber of mints producing low- 
grade silver ore had to be shut down. They 


• will now be reopsned so that there is a 


prospect of the output of 1890 being larger 
than that of 1889. "Whether a largely in- 
creased yield of silver would causa a reaction 
from the recent advance in the price will 
depend on Congressional legislation. 


"The design of the silver men, when they 


appealed to Congress for action, was to pro- 
ride a market at remunerative figures, for 
all the stiver that was produced in the coun- 
try. Bat it is evident that the proposed 
legislation, if it goo* into effect, will do 
more than this. If the Mint is required to 
coin silver to the amount of four or four 
and a half millions a month, it will require 
from $48,000,000 to §52,000,000 to supply 
(he demand, independently of the con- 
sumption of silver in the arts, which mnst 
ba reckoned at $15,000,000 more. 
This 


would involve importations of silver from 
South America and Earope. 'Monomttal- 
Ifctg, foreseeing this condition of things, 
have described the pending silver bills as 
schemes to make the United States the 
dumping ground for the surplus silver of 
Earope. 
But they forget that there is no 


premium on gold in the metallic currency 
countries of Europe, and consequently BO 
surplus of silver. They have no silver to 
spare for export to this country; and if, 
owing to Congressional legislation, an ad- 
vance in the price here over the price in 
Earope led to shipments to the United 
States, it would be quickly followed by a 
silver famine in Europe, and the metal 
whence it came as fast as steamships could 
c\.rry u 


"In 
sober Irnth the world ia short of 


both goloTand sliver. Commerce bos out- 
grown the supply of both metals. 
There 


is not enough of either gold and silver to 
satisfy the wants of the commercial coun- 
tries in reipeet to a metallic currency. 
For many years it has been evident that 


' -Aha) first general commercial crisis will dem- 


onstrate the necessity for the use of silver. 
The world is BOW coining nearly $300,000,- 
000 a year of the two metals and is only 
producing about $230,000,000. 
The mo. 


ment a general failure of confidence impels 
bankers to convert their capital into coin, 
and to hoard it into vaults, a cruis will oc- 
cur of which it is difficult to foresee the 
consequences. 


"It is not easy to determine the conclu- 


sion whiuh Congress will reach on this sub- 
ject. But those who archest able to judge 
are of the opinion that something is going 
to be done, aad it is obvious that whatever 
is done will be done in the direction of in- 
creased coinage. The broad interests ol 
the nation would, perhaps, be better 
served if persons directly identified with 
the silver mining industry, and whose views 
are naturally open to the suspicion of being 
colored by selfish aims, did not take so 
prominent a part in the discussion," 


School Director Stone, of San Fran 


cisco, thinks that it would cheapen the flag 
in the estimation of the children to have 
float constantly over the school houses, am 
that the only proper time to hoist the flaj 
is on national, state and school holidays 
To both of these statements we tak»-g*cep- 
tion, It cannot be said that thaJMB 
"cheapened1' by floating daily ovtr the 
Custom Honse, or over the military posts 
and naval establishments.

Senator Beck Drops Dead. 


WASHINGTON, May 3 —Senator Beet, of 


Kentucky dropped dead in the Baltimore 
and Potomac station at 4 o'clock this after- 
noon. 


He had jast arrived from New York ac- 


companied by his daughter, Mrs. Goodloc. 
ie got off tho tram and walked with his 
daughter the entire length of the platform 
and through tbe gate leading to the station 
proper. He seemed to walk with effort 
and to breathe with labor, bat the symp- 
toms have been as nsnal with him (or some 
months past. After passing into the sta- 
ioc, the Soniitor and daughter stopped 
and w>re joiued by his private Secretary, 
who had brought a carriage to take them 
lotno. Ths Stnalor suddenly turned pale 
and remarked, "I feel dizzy," and fell into 
the arms of his companions. They could 
not support his weight and be droppid to 
the floor, where he swooned away. Willing 
hands wero numerous and the body was 
Dome into the office of the station master. 
When physicians arrived there was nothing 
for tbem to do except to examine the body 
and determine the cause of death. Super- 
ficial examination satisfied tha physicians 
that death resulted from paralysis of the 
heart. The news was telegraphed to the 
capitol and subsequently spread to all sec- 
tions of the city. Representative Brschen 
ridge, Garntb, Stone and others of the 
Kentucky Congressional delegation repaired 
to the station nt once and arranged for the 
removal of the remains lo a more suitable 
place. 


Senator Bee'; has not been regular in

Senator Quay's announcement that he 


intends to remain on the Eepublican Na- 
tional Committee is calculated to npset the 
reckoning of the Democratic politicians 
who expected to drive him out by raising a 
scandal against him. The Democrats have 
a reasonable fear of Mr. Quay's abilities as 
an orgteizer, and they think that their 
chances in a national election might be 
improved if he were driven from his posi- 
tion. This accounts for all the silly Demo- 
cratic charged about his using the mnnr-y 
of the State of Pennsylrama for private 
purposes.

Some Lumber. 


The lumber shipments for April, from 


he various yards along the Truokee river, 
says the Truokee Republican, are probably 
heavier this year than during the same 
month for many years past. From the 
yards of Elle Ellen and George Sobacffer 
one hundred and twenty carloads were sent 
to Ogden and Salt Lake City. This repre- 
sents a total of over 1,300,000 feet of lum- 


ber. 
Added to this the Pacific Lumber & 


Wood Company hns shipped from Clinton 
one hundred acd thirteen cara amounting 
to over 1,200,000. 
Besides this the Boca 


Mill Company, O. Lonkey and others have 
shipped large quantities, but we have not 
the amounts. It is safe to pot the total 
umber shipments for the month at 3,500,- 
000 feet, and this to Ogden and Salt Lake 
alone. Orders we -coming in thick and 
last and it will not be long before the yards 
here ivilt be pretty well cleaned out. 


To ship 3,500,000 feet of lumber requires 


320 cars each 34 feet long, and would make 
a train over two miles long. As some of 
the lumber was cleur . the value would be 
about $50,000. A yery good months' bus- 
iness. 


Work on the new reservoir to assist in 


meeting Brooklyn's increasing demand for 
water is rapidly progressing, and is expect- 
ed to be done about September 1st, nearly 
a year ahead of time. It will hold 16,000,- 
000 gallons,
